Lewis, at a news conference, said 
“there 
will be no m iners' blood 
spilled” next week and th at lives 
will be saved and Injuries averted. 
The United Mine W orkers’ presi­ 
dent said there will be no extension 
of the current contract, making it 
clear he will insist on a new agree­ 
m ent before the soft coal miners 
return to work. 
Lewis said the action is being tak ­ 
en “at a time when it will be least 
inconvenient to the public.” There 
are close to 47,000 000 tons of coal 
in storage, he added. 
He estim ated th at for the last 
couple of weeks the weekly output 
has averaged 13,000,000 tons, a record 
for the industry. 
(o n ll nae Negotiations 
Lewis said negotiations with the 
soft coal operators will continue and 
th a t ' anytim e we reach agreem ent 
we will try to make it effective at 
the earliest possible m oment." 
Lewis told reporters th a t the coun­ 
ter proposals subm itted by the op­ 
erators’ yesterday were a "mumble 
Jumble of something entirely un­ 
satisfactory and not responsive to 
the necessities of the occasion.” 
The miners traditionally follow a 
"no contract, no work" policy. 
As the day arrived on which the 
United Mine W orkers leader may 
move to cancel the present year-old 
agreem ent,

Sunday, the operators and a com­ 
mittee 
of 
UMW 
representatives 
reached a critical phase in negotia­ 
tions toward a new pact. 
The operators have precented to 
Lewie a summation of their posi­ 
tion on the nine general proposals 
he submitted. This in effect am ount- 1 
cd to a declaration of counter-offers 
—without getting too specific. 
Hee No Program 
Lewis did not throw out the propo­ 
sition immediately, so the operators 
decided to rem ain silent until the 
UMW leader makes clear his reac­ 
tion. The fact th at the m iners' ne­ 
gotiating 
committee 
still

under study was taken to be slightly 
encouraging. At least it was keeping 
the negotiations alive another day. 
This was the 15th day provided In 
the contract for negotiation*, and 
nobody tn or out of the conferences 
would say he could detect even slight 
progress. 
Lewis, however, seemed in good 
spirits yesterday as he entered the 
contract negotiations And he came 
out whistling. 
The union leader summoned his 
anthracite scale committee to W ash­ 
ington today, to decide procedure 
for term inating the hard coal con­ 
tract covering 75,000 Pennsylvania 
miners. The anthracite contract is 
tuned to expire, if Lewis wants to 
term inate it, a m onth after the 
bituminous agreement.

H itlers 
knowledge. 
“A tentative feeler for peace was 
made to me in 1943 by Von Papen 
through a neutral source,” he said 
“I was then a naval attache but re­ 
porting directly to President R oose­ 
velt on Balkan affairs. However, this 
wa* only a feeler and was disre­ 
garded.”
